The fund, drawn from the an 
hjial surplus ot the Students' Ad- 
ministrative Council, has two divi 
slons: , emergency aid to veterans 
waiting for DVA loans, and finan 
clal help for other needy students. 
Mr. Macdonald wished to stress the 
fact that the student must be In 
dire need if a loan Is to be granted. 
The money must be. used for one 
purpose only: to help the student 
begin or continue his studies, at 
the University. "We are. not run- 
ning a loan company," he empha- 
sized. "There is a limited amount 
of money in .the fund, and it must 
be put to the b«t use possible." 
The current' capital ot the lund is 
reported to be $12,000. 

The lund has suffered almost no 
losses In the many years of its exi 
lstence. With evident satisfaction, 
Mr. Macdonald remarked, "The 
promptness and faithfulness with 
Which all 'loans have been repaid 
Is a tribute to the honesty and 
integrity of the students in this 
University.

'Disasterous 7 Creates Disaster 



It was truly "disastrous" to print 
yesterday's story on Varsity's Eng- 
lish test. Many complaints have been 
received from students and pro- 
fessors about' our spelling. 
DISASTROUS (no e) is correct. 
"No doubt," said Professor Duthle. 
Chairman of the English depart- 
ment, "it was a printer's error!" 

When ' interviewed concerning 
results of McGill's recent Freshman 
English tests, members of the 
English department refused to 
comment. Statistics have' not been 
finalized, so no information will be 
available for at least one week. One 
member of the department 
hazarded that the results and 
showing are about the same as 
last year. 



"A comparison of the McGill and 
Varsity results would be interesting 
said Professor Phelps, "but is 
unfortunately Impossible at the 
present time." As far as we know 
there is no parallel. Their standard, 
marking scale, and type of test are 
unknown to us, and possibly their 
objective Is different from ours. 
Also only Arts, Music, Nursing, and 
Phys. Ed", students were tested, a 
total of 500, while at McGill the 
complete freshman class ot 800 to 
900^ wis examined. 

When asked to comment on the U. 
of T. figures, Dr. Duthle 'agreed 
with Professor Phelps that a com- 
parison of statistics is impossible 
at present. 

Dr. Duthie stated that Univer- 
sity and Public School officials . are 



aware ' of the weakness of Frosh 
English, and are working energeti- 
cally to remedy the situation. He 
cited , the expanded English com- 
position programme at McGill as 
an example of these efforts. Un- 
fortunately only a total of ciglit per 
cent of last year's Frosh class could 
be exempted from English 100C, 
but it is hoped that the figure will 
be higher this year. 

'The standard is .not too high; 
the exams given at McGill are 
elementary, and any high school 
graduate should be able to achieve 
at least 75%, the minimum mark 
necessary for exemption. 

Mistakes are careless, and lip 
mainly in imprecise comprehension. 
We must not forget that this pro- 
blem exists everywhere the Eng- 



lish language is spoken," said Dr. 
Duthle. 

"There are two. causes for this 
fault," he said. In their years of 
growing up, present students miss- 
ed the precision, grind, and hard 
work of earlier schooling, and re- 
cent schooling been more fun. This 
trend is a good idea, but has been 
carried a, bit too far. Authorities 
realize this, and are slowly becom- 
ing a little more conservative. Also 
students find less and less neces- 
sity to read: they may look at pic- 
ture and listen to try to x capture 
the benefit of good literature. 
Radio, movies, comics, and tele- 
vision are attempting to give peo- 
ple more and more of what they 
previously received' from reading. 
"They dn not read enough con- 
nected high-quality writings."

One of the striking features of the world 
ituation today is the awakening of a mutual 
and vita! interest between tho Orient and the 
West. The uneducated, underfed peoples of 
the East are coining to a realization of the 
prosperity of the West, and are turning from 
morose fatalittn to a gleam of hope. The West, 
on the other hand, has a comparable aware- 
• '. ness of the Orient, because of its current im- 
portance in the political juggling match with 
Soviet Russia. 

Thus, more than ever before, these two 
great areas, Orient and Occident, are regard- 
ing each other with vital and increasing inter- 
est. It may well be that on this awareness 
depends the course of future history. 

Perhaps the most important segment of the 
people of the Orient at the moment, arè thé 
followers of Islam, populating muck of North 
Africa, the Middle East, and Pakistan. Both 
politically and economically, this area is of 
tremendous importance to the rest of the world. 
; ( .'The people of this area are in the middle; 
on 'either side there stand the two Cojossi, 
Democracy and Communism. Islam is at the 



crossroads; the people of Islam have to choose 
their path. 

Their decision is for us a crucial one; one 
that'may well mean the difference between the 
most destructive war .the world has yet seen, 
and a gradual relaxing into peaceful ways. 

In such a situation, practical steps toward 
increased mutual understanding assume a 
tremendous significance." Projects such as the 
Colombo Plan, Point Four Aid. the work of 
ISS in the Orient, and the ISS Seminar in India 
which was planned last yèar, demand our at- 
tention and consideration. 

The setting up at McGill of an Institute 
for Islamic Studies thus represents a major 
step in East-West understanding. The bilateral 
nature of the Institute also is of extreme im- 
portance; not only will the Institute increase 
Western understanding of the Orient, but the 
représentatives of the Orient will learn. much 
of the Western world. 

As with the Air Law Institute, the Institute 
of Islamic Studies is a McOill first. It is one 
of which we have every reason to be proud.

'That is the purpose o fthe newly 
founded Institute of Islamic Studies 
at McGill.. As Dr. Ishaq Musa Al- 
Hussalnl, Visiting Professor of the 
Institute and formerly of the Am- 
erican University of Beirut, says: 
"My purpose in being here is to 
interpret Islam to. the. West and 
to interpret the West to liiam." 

Politics are not the primary con- 
cern of the Institute, although they 
are of necessity touched upon, espe 
daily In the evening 1 extension 
courses on Modern Islam. It Is more 
concerned with teaching Islamic 
history and culture, for this forms 
the basis for understanding the 
state of Islam in the modern world. 

Dr. H. A. Reed, Assistant Director

(a) offer students an ^opportunity 
a religion which is 

force In the life of 
well over 300.000,040 people, and 

(b) attract Moslem students and 
make Itself better known by pio- 
neering In an Inter-cultural endea- 
vour linking professors and atu

In this respect the Institute is 
probably the- first of its kind in 
America to place emphasis on hav 
Ing an equal number of Muslim and 
Western students and professors, 
'nstead of accenting Westerners. It 
Is to be hoped that by living, study- 
ins and working together these 
scholars will be able to spread un 
biased, truthful information to 
their respective peoples, thus mak- 
ing a practical effort towards bet- 
ter understanding In the future. 




A believer in Islam, the religion 
of one of .every aeven people In 
the world, feels puttied when he 
Is called a Moslem and misunder- 
stood when he's called a 'Muham- 
medan. \ 
The correct form is Muslim. 
He similarly feels misunderstood, 
and Is occasionally offended, when 
his religion is called Muhamme- 
danlsm rather than Islam, the cor- 
rect name. 

Dr. Wilfred Cantwell Smith, di- 
rector of McGlU's new Institute of 
Islamic Studies, thinks that Cana- 
dians and Americans are slowly 
learning to use the correct forms, 
but that as a matter of courtesy the 
process should be speeded up. 

Use of the forms Mubammedan 
and Muhammedanlsm simply in 
dlcates to. a Muslim that the user 
doesn't understand what Muslims 
believe, Dr. Smith said, 

"The word Mohammedan waa In- 
vented by Christians, without 
malice of course, to denote the fol 
lowers of Muhamed on the pattern 
of the word Christian denoting the 
followers of Christ," Dr. Smith 
said. 

"The Muslim objection Is that 
In their religion, the status given 
to Muhammed

Why Is Muslim preferable to 
Moslem? 

Simply because the latter is 
wrong spelling — a fact puzzling 
both to Muslims and Dr. Smith, 
who says that so far he has been 
unable to track down Its origin. 

Muslim, on the other hand, is the 
correct transliteration from the or- 
iginal Arabic word. 

Although Incorrect, Moslem ap 
pears to be the prevailing form In 
the United States. In England the 
two forms are about equal in pop 
ularity. The correct form Is gain- 
ing there, Dr. Smith said, due 
both to England's connection with 
India and the influence of - the 
Muslim League, which made It 
self known through its London 
offices during the war. 

Similarly, a wrong spelling of 
the prophet's name "has the edge 



hammed, Mohamet, Mahommed 
and Mohammed. 

Muhammed la the correct spell- 
ing, bot Mohammed Is the most 
popular. 

Yet, even ao, this Is better than 
In the Middle Ages, when U fs 
reported that 127 spellings of the 
same name were used, Dr. Smith 
said. 

In the same way, the name of 
the sacred book of Islam. Is com- 
monly mlspelled, but there Is 
greater unanimity now than there 
was in the 18th and 10th centuries.

."In- Arabic the. word for the 
definite article 'the' is 'al'. For a 
long time this was attached to the 
English form, so that in older 
books and dictionaries youll find 
the forms Alcoran, AlKoran and 
even thé redundancy 'the Al 
coran,'" Dr. Smith said

"In some ways the whole Islamic 
movement is a protest against what 
they considered was the deification 
of. a human being by Christians.

'Man mustn't worship anyone or 
anything except God.' They claim 
that Muhammed, the last of the 
prophets, is the messenger who 
brought this Idea from God 

'The use of Muhammedan for 
Muslim and Muhammedanlsm for 
Islam doesn't excessively Irritate 
Muslims. But It bothers them. It 
indicates we're not really trying to 
understand what they believe," Dr. 
Smith said.

One who feels his rights are contravened 
when another is able to see something of his 
choice not agreeable to the would be censor 
is being unreasonable. 

"Censorship itself is not evil and our movies 
have not suffered because we have a Quebec 
Board of Censors" says Mr. Tolinsky. One 
can but be chnritable and assume that the in- 
stitution in which Mr. Tolchinsky; belongs is 
one for the deaf and blind and not for the 
insane. Several excellent pictures of recent 
years have been so badly cut as to destroy the 
gtory line, and others banned completely. 

In conclusion it may be noted that the cen- 
sor is usually the foulest minded individual in 
the community. He sees the world through 
muck-coloured glasses, and would find objec-

Ottawa, Oct. 8.-4» -Indications 
are that the number of new houtcs 
completed In Canada this year will 
fall far below the total for 1951. 

The Bureau of Statist'cs reported 
today that only 33,055 houses' were 
completed In the first seven months 
of this year compared with 43.620 
in the corresponding period of 1951,

The report showed that if the 
1951 total is to be matched. 48,255 
houses will have to be completed in 
the last five months of this year. 
It appeared unlikely that such fast 
pace could be set. The number of 
new. houses started, although higher 
In June and July, was lower for 
the seven-month period. 

The number of houses started in 
the first seven months of the year 
totalled 44,050 compared wlti> > '■">. 
in the corresponding period of 1951. 
In June and July starts lotallru 
11,095 and 8,759 compared with 9.514 
and 6.123 for the corresponding 
months of 1951. f 

The Bureau's report gave no 
reason' for the decrease in. the num- 
ber of houses started and com- 
pleted. 

However, the Crown-owned Cen- 
tral Mortgage and Housing Cor- 
poration has blamed high costs and 
a shortage of mortgage money for 
the drop In construction activity. 

In its last report, the corporation 
said there were Indications that 
the house. construction trend would 
swing upward. 

More housing loans were being 
sought, despite high costs and 
higher interest rates. 

No shortage of house building 
materials was reported.
